In line wit ft our conferences on February 9 end 10, I 
submit the following tentative eoet estimates and schedules for 
equipment needed in connection with the C triple prime program. 

A. One prototype low distortion high resolution con- 
tinuous printer. This embodies t.ie new concept of a traveling 
flat bed at the printing gate end the use of air pressure Instead 
of tension to put the films In contact. We have done a fair 
amount of thinking about the problem, but acknowledge that wa 
haven 1 t gone beyond the thinking stage. Admittedly, It la a 
gamble. However, Bob M. end Dutch say that the capability of the 
Intelligence Community for handling high resolution photography 
la restricted at this time to 70mm width, so I thin* it is essen- 
tlal that we attempt to provide a one to one high quality print 
and the amount of material dictates a fairly high speed continuous 
type of printer. Furthermore, the requirement for such performance 
will be with ua shortly in OX and what we learn here will be ap- 
plicable then. 

B. One prototype three (approximately) times continuous 
tnlarging printer of the optical bridge type. We are suggesting 
that one of these be fabricated simultaneously with a above ea a 
backup. Ihe term "backup" la used advisedly since, while it may 
not give the Community exactly what it wants, it will provide an 
acaestable product In uaabla form - approximately lines per am 

on 9f", or slightly better than the average of the present B photog- 
raphy. In our opinion it doesn't require any "giant steps'* in de- 
velopment but ia more a matter of careful design and painstaking 
manufacture. Again we feel that the principle will be of value 
for the exploitation of future systems. 

C. We also suggest that we take a third approach wfeloh 
la relatively simple and entails only a minimum of engineering. 

This is to build e modified version of our present 70am printers. 

The chief changes would be an appreciably larger printing drum, 
automatic tension control, and a point light source. This would 
provide the quick scan capability that Bob suggests for the first 
approach which might be an Improvement over what we can furnish 
now. 


D. One reversing processor for duplicate film. Vs 
have discussed this problem and feel that there should be ns 
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
